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Bring Israel 
to book over 
poisonings, 
Chatti says 

JEDDAH, March 29 (Ageodes) — The 
Organization of Islamic Conference (OIC) 
Secretary-General Habib Chatti Thesday cal- 
led for firm interoational action against the 
poisoning of girl students in Jenin in the 
occupied West Bank. 

In an appeal to the Islamic states and inter- 
national organizations, Chatti said Israel had 
proved once again that its crimes against the 
Palestinian people were boundless. 

“After the Israeli invarion of Lebanon, the 
Sabra and Shatila massacres and the attack 
on Al-Aqsa Mosque, the Zionists have com- 
mitted a most heinous crime in contemporary 
history against iimocent children in the most 
vidous way,'’ he added. 

Chatti saM the new Israeli crime was not a 
coinddence or an aeddent but part of an 
Israeli plan to terrorize the Palestinian peo- 
ple and force them to leave their homes. 

“It also aims at liquidating more Palesti- 
nians in order to weaken the Paiestmian 
commando movement," he added. The 
secretary-general urged the United Nations 
and the Internationa Red Crescent Sodety 
to set up an international fact-finding mission 
to investigate this “painful inddenL" 
Meanwhile, the Israeli Army has re im- 
posed a curfew on Jenin, a northern West 
Bank community following violent inddents 
Monday night involving young Palestinian 
demonstrators. A group oF youths set &ie to 
an appliance store while demonstrators 
hurled stones and broke windows in the home 
of a “Village League” offidal. 

Jenin had been tense after the poisoning of 
more than 500 Palestinian schoolgirls in the 
area. The local population has held residents 
of neighboring Jewish settlements respons- 
ible. 

A two-day curfew was lifted Monday night 
by the army. 

Palbstioian news agency Wafa said Jenin 
has been gripped by a state of horror as the 
gas poison has spread to residential areas. 
The most affected areas were the eastern part 
of the town and the nearby village of 
Almaniyeh. 

Similar poisonings have also occurred in 
the village of Sa'ir near Hebron in the West 
Banl^ prompting the putting of all West Bank 
hc^itals in a state of maximum alert, Wafa 
smcL 

In Tunis, a Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO) spokesman accused the Israeli 
government and army of responsibility for 
the poisoning. 

The spokesman, Ahmad Abdul Rahman, 
said the Israeli government and “the Israeli 
terrorist clans" had committed a heinous 
crime" against the young Palestinians by 
poisoning water supplies and laying down 
“toxic p^ucts" in schools.

\lran seeks aid to combat slick 

BAHRAIN, March 29' (R) — Iran has asked its Arab neighbors in the Gulf to help break 
up a huge ofl slick which is threatening marine life and ooas^ water desaHnatioa and power 
plants. 

Iranian Ambassador Ali Shams Ardakani issued the invitation in a press statement in 
Kuwait as teams stood by to attack the slide, twice the aze of New YorYsManhattan Island. 

“We said we are ready to send our team and invited otiier Gulf countries, exoq>t Iraq, to 
jew us to face tiiis immense poDution threat,” Dr. Shams told Reuters by telej^one. 

The pollution is partiy the result kA the 30-memtii-old Iraq-lran war, which is also 
hampering efforts to deal witii iL 

Or. Shams said Kuwait and a Bahraini oEGdal from the Kuwait-based regional organiza- 
tion for marine protection and environment arrived in Tehran to discuss the problem wiA 
Iranian offidals. 

Enviremment offidals said the slide, contai ning more than lOOJXM) barrels erf crude, was 
floating 25 nautical miles nortii erf Bahrain and ^tar and 40 miles from the Saudi Aroian 
coast 

Hie enl ceimes from two wells oeuthwest of the main Iranian eaqiort tenranal at Kbaig 
Island, a prime target erf Iracp air raids. Dr. Shams said two other wells were also bn fire in the 
Nowruz field, abandemed four years ago. 

He said Aourican oil firefighting experts earlier assembled in Abu Dhabi to cap the wells 
but Iraq threatened to intervene and Iran had to cancel the contract ata loss of $1 million. 

Iranian Prime Minister Nfir-Hossein Mousavi accused Iraq Monday erf continuing to fire 
rockets at the cnl platforms and said Tehran would not try to repair the damage until it had 
adequate security guarantees. 

Dr. Shams called on the marine protection and environment body, of vriiicfa Iraq and Iran 
are members, to meet as soon as possible and decide responsibility for the poDution. 

Danger to Kingdom ruled out

RIYADH, March 29 — Information available so far does not indicate that the oQ sHcfc is 
moving toward tile Kingdom. Fahd Al-Khayai, deputy oil miniater for tephnirai affairs, terfd 
A/ah News Tuesday. Wind and sea currents are favoring the Kingdom he added. 

Aerial and water surveys are being conducted all over the Ki^dom's east coast from 
Al-Khafji in the north down to south dose to Bahrain and Qatar. While aircraft operate in 
day^e only, naval activities go on during the night too. Moreover, the Meteorology and 
Environment Protection Administration (MEPA) has chartered an aircraft to help in the 
reconaissance in the Eastern Province. Ships and planes operating through tiie area are 
requested to pass any information they come across to the authorities. 

Khayal said the precautions are weU under way to meet the oil slick if it enters the 
Kingdom's waters. Two possible options are open: either to contain the slide and get spedal 
ships to swallow it and take it away or spray certain chemicals on it to figment it and send it 
Vjo the dqrth of the sea. TTiis option is not preferable due to its direct threat to marine life.^ 


Lebanon threatens 
to break off parley 


BEIRUT. Mardi 29 (Agendes) — Leba- 
non on Tuesday threatened to bre^ik off 
negotiations on the withdrawal of [oret^ 
iroops from its territory unless Israel inched 
a wiliingness to compromise. 

“If the Israelis do not understand that it is 
in their interest to readi a peace with Leba- 
non, we will, in my opimon, have to interrupt 
the negotiatimis," said former Prime Minis- 
ter Saeb Salam, Lebanese President Amin 
GemayeFs envoy on a recent mission to 
Washii^on. 

Salam, emerging from a meeting witii U.S. 
envoy Philip Habib and Lebanese parliament 
President Assad added that Lebanon was 
running out of patience in the tri«partite 
talks. 

Habib also met separately Tuesday with 
Lebanese Prime Minister Shafiq Wasan, 
and held a work session with Preadent 
Gemayel in the presence of chief U.S. 
negotiator Morris Draper. 

A diplomatic source here said Habib sub- 
mitted suggestions for overcoming obstacles 



in the area of post- 
withdrawal security 
arrangements, and 
that Lebanese oVfi- 
dals presented their 
own ideas on the sub- 
ject Saeb Salam

LAGOS, March 29 (R) — A major split 
has opened up within the government on how 
to react to any further cut in tbe price of 
North Sea oil, whidi competes direcrfly with 
Nigerian crude, informed sources said Tues- 
day. 

They said a significant pari of the govern- 
ment, led by economic specialists, was pres- 
sing for a matching cot to maintain Nigeria's 
present 50 cents a barrel advantage over 
North Sea crude should the Brititii National 
Oil Corporation (BNOC) make another cut 
in price. 

Petroleum experts in the government by 
cootr^ were supporting a policy of pridag 
Nigerian crude at par with the No^ Sea oil If 
the SO cents difference is erased by BNOC, 
they sakL 

A proposal by BNCX^ to cut prices by $3 a 
barrel last montili led Nigeria to «lash prices 
by $5.50 a band to turn ^ a barrel disadvan- 
t^ against North Sea crude into a price 
advantage.

Arab peace drive 


RIYADH, Mar^ 29 (SPA) — The pre- 
vailiDg coDdMons in the Arab woiid and lat- 
est developments concerning the Palestinian 
cause were reviewed here Monday at the 
weekly session of the Council of Ministers 
under Crown Prince Abdullah, the first 
deputy premier and commander of tte 
Natio^ Guard. 

Information Minister Dr. M uhamm ad 
Abdo Yamani, who just returned from an 
ofl^af visit to Bahrain, said that the cabinet 
discussed the Arab dri^ toward a just and 
comprehensive peace setdement based on 
the Arab peace plan adopted at the Fez sum- 
mit 

Jhe cabinet also reviewed the situation in 
Lebanon and the outcome of tte three-way 
talks for the withdrawal of Zionist forces 
from Lebanese territory.

(AP) — Minister of Petroleum and Min- 
eral Resources Sheikh Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani said demonstrators who 
screamed at him and delayed his speech at 
Kansas State UoiversiQr were “youn^ 
misled and ... so frustrated.*' 

Shouting protesters, who appeared to 
be Iranians, delayed Yamanfs lecture for 
over an hour Monday. He was able to 
be^ his talk only after officials temporar- 
ily cleared the auditorium and arrested 
four demonstrators. 

Universtty President Daune C. Acker 
said most of the protesters were not 
associated with the university. Michael 
Suleiman, a political science profe^r and 
adviser to ^e Campus Orgaoizatioo of 
Arab Students, said they appeared to be 
Iranians from out of town. 

Several dozen demonstrators sezeaoed 
at him just before he was to be^ a talk on 
control and decontrol of oil prices, witnes- 
ses said. 

After the shouting began, Yamani left 
the stage and Acker tried unsuccegfuHy 
to quieten the crowd. Acker then oitiered 
McCain Auditorium emptied. Most of the 
1 ,800 persons left quietly, bur several pro- 
testers had to be dragged out by force. 

When Yamani returned to the stage one 
hour and 20 minutes later, only students, 
patrons of a special lecture series and 
members of the media with proper iden- 
tification were readmitted. 

He told the audience that Saudi

Arabia's friendly relationship with the 
United States has caused bitterness in 
some countries of the Middle EasL “What 
you saw this morning was a reflection of 
some of that bitterness,” Yamani said.

killed in ambush 


BEIRUT, March 29 (.AP) — Commandos 
killed one Israeli soldier and wounded two 
others on the fog-shrouded international 
highway between Beirut and Damascus dur- 
ing tbe night, Israeli Army medical coipsmen 
said Tuesday. 

The attack was staged about 200 meters 
from a big stone villa where about 70 Israeli 
soldiers were attending a parn*. 

An Israeli Army spokesman said a patrol 
^ncicting of 8 Command car, jeep and 
armored personnel carrier was attacked near 
Kahale, 12 kilometers southeast of Beirut 
He said there were casualties but could not 
^e more details. 

However, medical oorpsmen returaing 
from the scene said a passenger in the com- 
mand car was killed and two other soldiers 
were wounded in the ambush. 

The ambush underscored escalating com- 
mando warfare against the Israeli invasion 
Army. The military command in Tel Aviv 
said 12 Israeli soldiers had been wounded in a 
spate of attacks in central and southern 
Lebanon within the last two weeks. 

The latest attadt brought the Israeli casu- 
alty toH to 126 killed and 212 wounded since 
the Lebanon war ended last September, 
according to tbe Israeli counu 

The Lebanese National Resistance Front 
claimed responsibility for Monday night’s 
attacks in a statement 

The statement, published b\- a local 
newspaper, said the commandos were 
Lebanese members of the front and all had 
returned safely to base after the “rocket- 
propelled grenade attack that hit three 
enemy anny vehicles and wounded an unde- 
termined number of enemy troops.” 

This group has claimed responsibility for 
almost all the attacks against the Israeli Army. 

Tbe group is believed to consist of national- 
ist Lebanese militiamen who were allied with 
the PLO during Lebanon's 1975-76 Civil 
War and tbe Israeli invasion last June. 


Kaddoumi links Middle East 
peace to Palestinian state 


AMMAN, March 29 (R) — A Palestinian 
leader said Tuesday there could be no peace 
in the Middle East unless Palestimans 
achieved their right to statehood and self- 
determination. 

Farouk Kaddoumi. head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization’s (PLO) political 
department, told Reuters in an interview: 
“There can be no peace in the Middle East 
unto Palestinians achieve their ri^its to 
statehood and self-determination and tbe 
refugees return home.”

Kaddoumi insisted the PLO should have a 
role in an y peace talks. “We reject the idea 
that the PLO should be represented Ity 
others,” he added. 

Washington reftises to talk to tbe PLO 
while it declines to recognize Israef slight to 
exist It has been suggested that a way round 
this could be a joint delegation of Jordanian 
officials and P^estinians who are not PLO 
officials. 

Kaddoumi said the Jordanians understood 
tbe PLO stand on this. “We in turn appreci- 
ate the great concern shown by our brothers 
to recover the land and achieve the legitimate 
national rights (of the Palestinians),” the 
PLO official sai^ He described Jordanian- 
Palestinian relations as “ fruitful, constructive 
and fratemai.” 

“There are no problems between us, the 
problem lies with tbe United States which is 


trying to make us concede part of odrri^ts,'' 
be added. He did not expect any dange in the 

American stand on the Middle East as 
Washington was still unable to meet the 
mmimiiin demands of the Palestinahs, he 
sakL

U.S. ignored French plea 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP) — Stete 
Depaitment documents show the U.S. gov- 
ernment fafled to take formal action on a 
FrenA request to turn accused Nazi war 
criminal Klaus B arbie over to France for pro- 
secution. 

The documents, whiA surfaced MonAy 
fhiring a Justice Department investigation of 
the former Nazi offidaTs relationship wiA 
the U.S. govemmeut, said Ae FrenA ambas- 
sador in Washington made a formal request 
for Barbie on Nov. 9, 1949. 

The papers in the national archives show 
that U.S. offidals sent the French ambas- 
sador’s 1949 request to the U.S. high cem- 
missioner in Germany wiA Ae suggestion 
that the French be told to pursue Ae matter 
wiA him. 

That was done in January 1950, butBarbie 
was not turned over to the FrenA. Instead, 
Ae man known as Ae“butcher of Lyon” fled 

to Bolivia in 1951. 

Allegations have surfaced that U.S. offi- 
dals helped Barbie flee to SouA America, 


and Aat has led to a number of investigations 
of his dealings with U.S. intelligeiice agents. 

Two former army counterintelligence 
officers have said they were ordered to shield 
Barbie from French authorities in Europe in 
the late 1940s, and one said Barbie was paid 
during the last half of 1948 for cooperating 
whh U.S. intelligence. 

Allan A. Ryan Jr., who is heading a Justice 
Department investigation into BaAie's ties 
wiA Ae U.S. government, declined to com- 
^nt on tha documents Monday. 

The State Department in Ae archives 
contains no formal response to the French 
request 

However, French newspapers have pub- 
lisbed ^purported . French government docu- 
ments whiA quote U.S. officials as agreeing 
to release Barbie to testify in the war crimes 
trial of anoAer man on the condition that 
BaAie be returned to the American zone of 
Germany without himself facing trial in 
France. Those reports say the French refused 
to accept that coodhion.

SAN SALVADOR, March 29 (Agencies)

Democratic Congresanaa BID Richards 
told a press conference that they had held 
talks wid> the police, the security forces and 
Defense Minister Jose GiuDermo Garcia and 
he had not detected “any perceptible change 
in terms of making human ri^ts co n cerns a 
priority of this govemmenL" 

Before any U.S. militaiy or economic aid 
to El Salvador can be approved, the administ- 
ration must prove to the Congress every six 
months that the country is maicing progress 
on human rights. But Congressman Richard 
Oberstar, another Democrat said , the 
administration’s previous certification that 
the situation was improving was “ unjusfiEed 
and invalid." 

Republican Congressman James JefEers 
said vague wording by Congress of the certifi- 
cation process was p^ of me reason why the 
administration could keep supplying aid to El 
Salvador’s govenuoeni despite continued 
violations of human rights. 

The three congressmen, who visited sev- 
eral areas of the country in addition to meet- 
ing top government officials, said the real 
blame for human rights violations lay with El 
Salvador’s Army. 

Future certifications to Congress should 
require strictet guidelines, including a provi- 
sioD for a political solution to end the 40- 


month-old Qvil War, they said: The Reagan 
administration, El Salvadoi^s chief armorer 
and finander, sent about S26 miUioD in uiflit- 
ary aid after certifying in January that tte 
government was taldng steps to improve its 
record on human right& 

In 10 Protestant church leaders 

Sent a letter to President Rea^ protesting 
about bis plan to increase military aid to El 
Salvador stffl further. 

The 10, membere of the Canadian loter-

Journalist seeks embassy refuge

Officials at the embassy said Pauk) Tex- 
eira shared an apartment with Joan 
Ambrose Newton who works here for the 
American television newtwork NBC and 
who was detained for questioning on Satur- 
day. She is now under surveitlaDce at the 
borne of a military attache at tbe United 
States Embassy. 

The apaitmecf was searohed by police 
kWhoseiz^film, photographs and Texeira's 


passport, said Brazilian Embassy officials, 
who add^ chat the journalist now lived in 
Sweden and was a correspondent for sev- 
eral European news organzzations. 

Ms. Newton was detained at tbe home of 
a colleague, Thomas Western, a free-lance 
reporter for Associated Press Radio whom 
police also held. He was accused of having 
transmitted “suspidou^' iaformation dur- 
ing an hour-long interview with a U.S. radio I 
station Saturday, according to the U.S. 
Embassy here. Ms. Newton was repoitedfy 
present during the interview. 

U.S. officials said W^tem was only doing 
his job and denied that Western was in 
touch the guerrillas. Salvadoran authorities 
have ofierkl no explanation for the deten- 
tions. j

Exocet deal 


PEKING, Man* 29 (AFP) — A Western 
weaponry expert flatly denied here Tuesday 
Japanese press reports that Communist 
China had begun negotiations with the 
Frendi govenment for the purchase of 
Exocet missfles, of the kind used in the Falk- 
lands War. 

The Japanese mass drculation daily 
YcmuH quoted U.S. military intelligeoce 
sources as saying that Peking had offer^ to 
buy 20 of ^e French air-to-sea missiles 
thT mig h Hong Kong Chinese middlemeD. 
Tbe Exocet : costs about seven million francs 
(Si mOlioD) apiece. 

“No official Qiinese request has been 
made to French autitorities," said the expert 
who ruled out any possibility of middle- 
men from Hong Kong or elsewhere being 
able to purchasesuda weaponry from France. 

“The Exocet has since the FalJdands War 
become a symbol, a sort of absolute weapon 
capable of qnlring a destroyer in no time and 
it is therefore not suiprising to see dozens of 
offer their services to countries 
se«i-fcing to acquire some of tiiese misales.” be 
noted. 

An Exocet fired from an Argentine Air 
Force French-built Super-Eteni^d aircraft 
sank tile British destroyerSA^flSetrf last May 4 
during the Falklands War. 

Asked whether a third country possessing 
Exocet missiles might not sell to Peking, the 
Western expert said it would then run the risk 
of jeopardiziiig its military cooperation with 
France. 

“An Exocet is numbered. foDowed st^ by 
st^ tiirougbout its working life, not unlike a 
Rolls (Roycel. and i^s easy to know if it has 
been pass^ on or even simply loaned for a 
limited period of time," the expert said. 

He al^ ruled out any possibiliri' that tbe 
Chinese might copy the French mis^e should 
they somehow acquire it. He added that he 
thought it was “premature" of tbe Chinese to 
want Exocets wh<*' Jiey do not yet have the 
carriers to use them. 

Military drdes here also pointed out that a 
mondi ago Peking had canceled a major SI 50 
minion contract to buy British sea-to-air 
“Sea-Darf* missiles. British sources here 
smd tiiat tbe Chinese government had 
described tbe contract as “most expensive 
and too complex." 

They add^ that the British were appar- 
entiy the first victims of China's new aims 
poli^ set out earlier this month by Defense 
hGnister Gen. Zhagl Aiping. uho said that it 
would be “impossible and unrealistic" to 
hope to depend on imported weapons to 
modernize the Chinese Army. 

'However some militaiy experts believe 
this stance must be qualified.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — An American 
search-and-rescue satdlhe win join a Soviet 
satellite already saving lives by pinpointing 
downed planes and sinking ships from outer- 
space, NASA oCBdals say. 

Hie new satellite, in a north-south orbit 
about 850 kmshi^ will scan the entire earth 
every 12 hours, officials said Thunday. 

By bouncing tbe distress signal down to 
deagnated ground stations in aiQr of several 
nations, the satellite can locate a downed 
plane within 19kms.

"Since we started working with the Soviet 
satellite Costas / (last year), there have been 
22 lives saved, and we are just really getting 
started,” Bernard J. Tm^ll said of the 
demonstration project that also includes 
Canada and France as prime partners. 

"Some of those persons abwlutely would 
not be alive and walking around today it it

Greek president playing active political role

ATHENS — 

Preadent Constantine Caramanlis is playii^ a 
steadily more active role in Greek politics, caution- 
ing Socialist Premier Andreas Papandreou against 
taMng his non-conformist foreign policy too far. 

Hie 76-year-old head of stage, who served as 
conservative premier for 14 years, has stopped 
short of intervening in government activity. But he 
has made sure his voice is heard. iMfferences bet- 
ween president and premier have emerged over 
how to handle crudal issues like the future of 
American militaty bases here and Greece's strained 
relations with its NATO and Common Market 
partners. 

riaramanlis also has spokeo out on domestic 
issues. He abruptly dismissed last mouth's rumors 
of an army plot to topple tiie 17-montfa-old Socialist 
government as ‘'stupidities.*' The Socialists mobiJ- 
ized army units and party cadres in a readiness 
exerdse that panicked Greeks stiJl mindful of the 
1967 colonels' coup. 

Sources dose to the president say he is deeply 
concerned that Papandreou might undermine his 
own hard-won achievements: domestic stability 
and dose ties with the West. A vill^er from nortii- 
ern Greece who knew poverty at first hand, 
Q ifii tnaTiH<6 maM^an winded Greece's transformatioD 
from Balkan backwardness into full membership in 
die Europ^n Economic Community. 

Twenfy years ago, he inrited Papandreou. ^ 
economics professor at the Uaiversity of California 


at Berkeley and son al a liberal premier, back home 
to bead a researdi foundation intended to promote 
rapid economic growtii. 

Papandreou now heads a government that is 
comnutted to the European peace campaign and 
midear disarmament t^es a keen interest in the 
nonaligned movement and wants an American 
guarantee the U.S. bases here wiU never be used 
against Greece’s Arab friends, such as Libya. 

In recent weeks, Caramanlis has made ^ own 
views dear. "We face the prospect of a nuclear 
holocaust wid) fatalism, but die peace movements 
lose their effectiveness because the/re exploited 
for pKilitical fnirposes,** he said in a speech during a 
state visit by the Portuguese president. 

He reportedly contributed a helpful message to 
Washin^oo at a vita! point in the problem-plagued 
talks on the future of die American bases. And he 
made a rare offidai statement, welcoming the EEC 
re^onse to Papandreou's demands fora better deal 
from the community as “poative." 

As president, his executive powers, which lie 
somevAere between the powerful French and 
mainly ceremonial West German presidendes, are 
often ddiated. “It may be an important power to be 
able to dissolve parliament or call a referendum, but 
these are things you can't do very often," former 
Premier George RalUs, a longtime political assod- 
ate, said. 

Caramanlis prefers to play an advisory role. 
According to the constitution, his government 
wrote in 197S, he acts as “the regulator of the 


political system." An open rift with Papandreou and 
die Sodalists would unlikely, ob^rvers say. 
“Caramanlis is never impulsive. He is immensely 
patient, always willmg to plan ahead and writ," said 
one member of the New Democracy Party he 
founded. 

In half a century of political life, he has spent 20 
years out of office, mostly by ^oice. Tall and 
silver-haired, with bushy eyebrows loved by carton- 
ists, Caramanlis is an unusually aloof figure in the 
dose-knit Athenian political world. 

An energetic public works minister in the 1 9S0s, 
he pushed through communications and tourist 
in fr a s t m c m re projects at unheard-of speed. When 
he became premier at the age cf 47. he focused on 
converting Greece from an agricultural to an indus- 
trial nation. 

But attempts to reform political life ran into 
apposition fiom Greece's royal family, espedaDy 
C^een Frederika, who dominated a court- 
controlled political faction with army links. In 1 963 , 
Caramanlk resigned as premier and went into exile 
in Paris. 

Critics accused him of abandoning Greece at a 
moment when his presence might have restrained 
growing political strife. - which provoked the col- 
onels* takeover. But to Caramanlis. his assodates 
say, the coup was already inevitable. When the 
military regime collapsed in 1974. Caramanlis 
return^ to a hero's welcome and an overwhelming 
election win for his New Democracy Party. Papan- 
dreou's Sodalists won a handful of seats in parlia- 
ment 


r97«ifianiis legalized tiie‘\Greek Commimist 
Party and held a referendum wfaicfa aboliriied the 
mooiardiy. He pushed ahead to i^ecure Greek aeces- 
don to the EEC before b^jnniyg a five-year term 
as president in 1980. Associate say he wek»med 
the Sodalistd election triumph in 1^1 as a victi^ 
for parliamentary demociacy in G r ee ce de^^nte 
misgivings abont Papandreou's pipgiam. 

In the early montiis Sodalis^^e, a planned 
visit by Libyan leader CoL Muammri C^ddafi was 
canceled 48 hours before he wasjdue to arrive. 
f^ramanUs reportedly refused tn accord him 
treatment as a head of state. Poiiticaf^obserrets say 
the Qaddafi visit set the pattern fos Caramanlis’

Divorced more than 20 years ago and childless, 
Caramanlis recently built himself a vil^ in a fosh- 
ionable Athens suburb. But he spends more time in 
a small apartment in the presideotial palace, for- 
merly the royal family’s home. He golf and 
swims m summer, but puts in a full d^s amk in his 
office, aides say. \ 

Caramanlis will need Socialist suppc|rt if be 
decides to run for another term as preadent in 
1985.

Bruised egos foil new bid to solve Kampuchean problem

A new anempt to settle the Kampuchean dispute 
through talks between Communist and non- 
Communist Southeast Asian countries has died at 
birth. 

It was scuttled by a mixture of bruised egos, lack 
of coosultatioo, premature publicity and over-high 
expectations. Tte initiative centered on posable 
talks between Vietnam, whose troops installed a 
pro-Hanoi regime in Phnom Penh in 1979, and 
members of tlw five-country Associatioa of South- 
east Asian Nations (ASEM^I) which wants an end 
to Vietnam's miUtary pres e nce in Kampudiea. 

According to a senior official at an ASEAN fore- 
ign ministers’ meetii^ in Bangkok last week, it 


could have led to something if handled correctly. “ 1 1 
is sad that the opportunity was missed," he said “It 
was stillborn." 

Hopes bad been raised by Malaysia’s foreign 
minister. Tan SriGhazaii Sbafie, who said a breakt- 
hrough took place when he held triks with his Viet- 
namese oounterpart, Nguyen Co Thatch, during 
this month’s nonaligned summit in New DelhL 

But a communique after the one-day Bangkok 
meeting riwvred no sign that his ASEAN colleagues 
agreed. The foreign ministers reaffirmed their orig- 
inal stand that any Kampuchean peace must be in 
accordance with United Nations resolutions which 
Vietnam rejects.

ASEAN and most U.N. members do not recog- 
nize the Heng Samrin govemmeot but support an 
anti-Vietnamese coalition led by Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk which includes the Communist Khmer 
Rouge ousted in 1979. 


Denmark breaks ranks with NATO allies

COPENHAGEN — 

Denmark has broken ranks with its NATO allies 
for the seoond time in four months on issues consi- 
dered vital for Western alliance unify. 

In botiL ctises, action was ^eaiheaded by the 
countr/s dcxninant Sodal Democratic Party 
against squeals of protest from the Conservative- 
led minn rify government Last week, parliament 
voted to end trade sanctions against the Soviet 
Union ^xmsored by the European Economic 
Commumfy. 

In December, the Social Democrats forced 
tiirough a decisioa su^nding Danish payments for 
the building of NATO mi^e sites in Western 
Europe. “These moves dealt our allies a severe slap 
in foe face," says Fordgn hfinister Uffe EUanann- 
Jenseo. He believes foe twin decisions have jolted a 
bipartisan parliamentary basis on whidi Denmarks 
forrign poU^ has rested ance foe end of World 
War n in 1945. 

Denmarl^s commitment to NATO was first ques- 
tiemed three years ago when tiie former Sodal 
Democratic government refused to meecanaHianoe 


target MHitig for a rise three percent in nati<»al 
defense burets. Althou^ one of foe smallest 
among NATO's 16 members, Denmark provides 
an in^iortant link because of its geographical loca- 
tion guarding Baltic approaches to foe North Sea. 

The refusal to spend more for defense drew sharp 
critidsm from other partners and led to the coming 
of foe term “DenmaridzatioD," meaning foe acc^ 
tance of NATO protection wifoout willingness to 
pay for it.

Efiemann- Jensen says foe latest decisions result 
largely from efforts by foe Sodal Democratic lead- 
ei^p to mollify foeir party’s growing left wing.

SINGAPORE, (LAT) — This dty-state, 
testing on an i dan d smafler than New York 
Oty, draws irore tourists than any sin^e 
location in Asia — more than Japan, more 
than Hong Kong, more than Thailand. 

On the saiface, it is di£Gcult to understand 

why Singapore attracted so many visitors 

neariy 3 million — last year, and expects to 
welcome even more in 1983. Singapore la rk s 
die supercharged atmo^faere that makes 
Hmig Kong so exciting, the exotic foods 
which have made Bangkok a tremendous lure 
for decades; the aimostmystical beauty of the 
Japanese countryside. Sin^pore is, fr ankl y, 
didl, eqtedaily when compared to those 
other Asian desdnatioiis. in that dull- 
ness, perhaps, lies its great attraction. 

If nodi^ else, Singapore is safe — com- 
jdetely. Singapore hais one of Asia's most 
oonservadve governments, led Prime 

KGoister Lee Kuan Yew, who has been at the 
helm of afEain since 1959, the only prime 
mmister the dty-state has ever bad. Hk Peo- 
Acdoa Party has laid down some mngh 
rules — ■ rales that are very strictly enforced. 
Drop a candy wrapper on the sidewalk and 
get a $500. fine, smoke in a public place, such 
as an elevator, and get another $500 fine, 
jaywalk and lose $50, wear your hair too 
long, men, and be arired to have it cut at the 
airport, or be sent home, be caught with more 
tbm 15 grams of cocaine and 1^ your life. 

Perhaps, in these troubled times in Asia, 
times of terror and murder in Vietnam and 
Cambodia, of paramilitary invasirais in Thai- 
laad^ of mqggings in HongKon^ the promise 
of penonal safe^ is a hue in itself. 

For the non-smoking, non-jaywalldng, 
non-drug asmg; short-haiied touristy Singa- 
pore is ideaL It is commonplace, even for a 
sn^ attractive woman, to walk the 
adewadks of downtown Singapore at any 
time, day or night, with complete safety. 

Singap ore’s "clean and green'* campaign 
has bees a great success e^iecially for resi- 
dents, and for tourists who don’t feel com- 
fortable with the exotic. Viating Singapore is 
a littk like viatmg Tulsa — lots of and 
chrome high-rise buddings (including one 
de^ed by LM. Pei that looks like a cal- 
cnlatoT stan£ng on end), squeaky-clean 
streets, oideriy downtown trafGc flow and, 
after 9 p.m., little exdtemenL 

But before 9, ^gapore offers a lot ~ one 
of the best zoos in the world (where on Tues- 
days and Sundays you can, for $6, have 
breakfast with an orangutan), an equally dis- 
tinguished park .with the latg^ avi^ 
in Ae woiU,AfiK iMtanic^ garden featuring 
Singaporels.'spectaicular ordiids, a resort 
islmd-oU^ Seacosa, wiuch has scune minor 
beaches, -a good memcMial to the capture and 
loss of Sii^pore by the Japanese during 
World War n, and somedung called dancing 
waters, more remarkable for its coUectioa of 
'SOs Ajmerican music than for its fountains 
and a vast number of lush partdands that 
soften the hard lines of the skyscrapers that 
are pEoliferating in Singapore. 

With a few exceptions (the old RafOes 
Hotel h^jpOy being one of them), Singapore 
has pt£ed down most of its history and 
lepla^ it with sli^-reaching apartments, 
Kainire hotels. A ^dsitoF who not been 
in Singapore for a decade will not recognize 
the new skyline. 

Widiin the next ttiree years 10^00 new 
hotel rooms win be constructed, many of 
them in the huge New Marina city and Raffles 
dty areas, mammoth complexes that wiO be 
centersfor shopping, playing, dining, conven- 
tiotting and sleeph^ In Raffles Center 
(across the street from the old hotel) alone, 
73 elevmorsand20 escalators wQl whisk con- 
ventioneers to and fro in the convention 
center. 

Ihere B stin some of the old Singapore, 
some of the old colonial spirit, left — but very 
litde. Chinatown (who ever heard of having a 
Chinatown in a city where 75 percent of ^ 
.residents are Chiuse?) is restricted to a 
square mile and will be r^uced by 90 percent 
in the next few year^ most of its residents 
gamg to live in p^lic housing projects where 
68 percent of the population already resides. 

In Chinatown today you can still see live 
iguanas for sale, swirii ng squid and shrimp 
straining to leap out of bowls, baskets of chic- 
ken feet and street-long processions of food 
stafls offering everything from snake to deli- 
cate spring rolls. Thanks to govenunent 
inqjection, the food is safe to eat, even for 
No^ American stomacfas. 

On Arab Street, in the Malay district 
(Malays com{Krise 15 percent of the pc^pulu- 
tion), you buy batiks shimmer in the 
noon light, or baskets scattered throu^ 
dozens of tiny storefronts. There is also an 
huhan area (six percent of the population is 
Indian) where the aroma of <xury slices 
throngh thwll yy Itlce a pungent fog. But most 
of Singapore reflectsa remarkable sameness. 

What kind of tourist, then, comes to Singa- 
pore? One who wants safety and order, who 
wants to aaiupi*^ scMne of the most varied 
cuisine in the Orient, and who wants to shop, 
wthout being bothered by the overiy aggres- 
sive Hong Kong meiri^ts. 

Certainly the visitor to Singapore does not 
hsve to be particularly adventuresome, as be 
does in most other pans of the EasL For that 
reason, it is a good city in which to start an 
Asian tour, a perfect pZaoe from which to 
launch trips to more difficult areas — 
Malaysia, TbaSand, lodooesia, perhaps even 
New Guhm or China. 

Singapore is a promrous city — its rea- 
cts have a high standard of living, second in 
Asia only to the Japanese — and a city bent 
On becoming even more modern, eveo more 
Western, ftmay not overwhelm you wi^ exo- 
^ and sounds, but neitbtf will it repel 

you, as many dties of Asia do, especially for 
first time viators. Itfs srorth a look, but a 
*hort one will do very nicely, thank you.

Raffles tells the fables of exotic East

SINGAPORE (LAT) — The Raffles 
Hotel, surely one of the worl<f s mostfamous. 
is perhaps the leading tourist attraction for 
English-speaking visitors to Singapore. 
Thanks to a multitude of writers — people 
like Rudyard Kipling, Somerset Maugham 
and Noel Coward — aho have writteo about 
toe hotel. Raffles is known throughout toe 
world as toe epitome of stiff-upper-lip, tea- 
and-crumpets, ooly-mad-dogs-and- 
En^ishmen- go-out-in-toe midday - sun col- 
onialism. 

Although thing < have changed greatly 
since that day. on Nov. 18, 1886. when the 
hotel (named for Sir Stamford Raffles, who 
founded modern Singapore in 1819) wel- 
comed its first guest. Raffles has endur^ and 

— thank* to an ambitious plan for renovation 

— will be much like it was a century ago by 
toe time its centennial is celebrated in 198o. 

For a time it was feared that Raffles, like 
Hong Kong’s beloved Repulse Bay Hotel, 
would be pulled down to make way for an 
unspeakable high-rise, but toe public fought 
and won toe tettle to save the small (127- 
room) hotel. 

Work vtill begin this fall to return Raffles to 
its Frendi renaissance splendor. When toe 
renovation is completed, the hotel will have 


80 luxurious suites and toe exact look it pre- 
sented to visitors a centiiry ago. Open veran- 
das will face Beadi Road and cefling fans wfU 
whirl in the tiffin room. Good show, old 
sport, good show. 

As part of toe renovatioo, a modem 500- 
room hotel tower will also be created, much 
like toe one that looms over toe old Royal 
Hawaiian in Honolulu. The tower mi^t 
pique some traditionalists, but it was neces- 
sary for toe economic survival of Raffles. If 
you stay in toe origiiial hotel, you won't even 
notice it 

The history of Raffles closely parallels toe 
history of Singapore, from the early colonial 
excesses, throu^ toe horror of World War ii, 
to our modern air-conditioned, swimming- 
pool. jet age. 

The characters of Raffles are legion, 
induding the school teacher vriio shot toe last 
tiger to be Idfled in Singapore (albeit an 
escaped one from the dreus). No wonder 
Somerset Maugham wrote two of his books 
— 77fe Moon and Sijqfonce and Qf Hitman 
Bondage while staying at Raffles. There were 
enough characters for 10 books. 

Noel Coward was anofrier long-term resi- 
dent and bared much of Itis story ‘*PretQr 
Polly Bartow" in the hotel. His observation 
the Singapore climate is as true today as it was 
on his last stay, in 1968. when he wrote; 


"There was a tounderstorm brewing and toe 
airless beat pressed down on my head, I felt as 
though 1 were inade a hot cardboard box 
which was growing rapidly smaller and smal- 
ler, until soon 1 should have to give up all 
bc^e (rf breatoing and die of suffocation." 
Today, air conditioning in the guest rooms 
saves your life, althou^ the higfa-ceilinged 
public rooms are still cooled by fans. 

If you stay at Raffles before toe renovation 
is completed, try to book the Somerset 
Maugham room (formerly suite 78). It is big, 
neariy 700 square feet, has a sitting room 
(wito a television), a huge four-poster bed, 
and a large, step-riown marble bathroom. 
And. it only costs S90 a night in a city known 
for high hotel prices. 

Although toe current Raffles is a bit tat- 
tered at the edges, like poor but proud Engl- 
frii nobility, it is still toe most diarming spot 
in all of Singapore. When the old girl gels a 
faedift and new makeup, she wUl be toe most 
beautiful lady in toe Far EasL So many 
suitors are awaiting toat day that the centen- 
nial celebration — Nov. 18, 1986 — is 
already sold out. 

Despite, or perhaps because of, her 
advanced age. Raffles still "stands for all the 
fables of the exotic East,'* as Maugham 
wrote. If you haven’t been to Raffles, you 
haven't been to Singapore. 


New gleam to Hong Kong’s crystal ball

HONG KONG (HKF) — Where ve^t- 
ables grew, multistoried bufldings now climb 
to the sky. Once distant picnic sites are now 
within earshot of a humoning urban center. 
Population is multiplying, land is being 
extended into the sea, and former rural villa- 
geis are basking in the sun on the balconies of 
their Spanish-style villas. Wito such changes 
Shatin, one of Hong Koo^s new sateDite 
towns, is rushing headlong tovmrd ciQ^hood. 

At the same time Shatin may be strengben- 
ing the island nation's stance wito respect to 
its 1997 year of decision with China. 

Whatever the future, there is no stof^ug 
Shatin today. Bora in the earfy 1970s, it 
already has a population of more than 
200,000, and with peo[^ pouring in at a rate 
of 7,000 each montK the population is 
expected to reach half a million, in another 
two to three years. 

Meanwhile, the Britisb-nm government of 
Hong Kong is spending an estimated SI mil- 
lion a day on development of Shatiif s infras- 
tracture. 

Shatin is the product of a massive influx of 
Chinese from the mainland in the last three to 
four decades. Most of them settled in hillside 
slums in oveitmrdeiied sections of Hong 
Kong Island and Kowloon. During toe 1950s 
toe Hong Kong government launched a 
major housing program and reveral years 
later announced plans to establish a series of 
new towns in the new territories, a large, 
predominantly rural area between Kowloon 
and toe China border. 

Seven new towns are now in the making, 
the largest undertaking of its kind in the 
world. 

Lying only a few miles north of Kowloon, 
Shatin occupies a fertile valley protected by 
green bills and containing a bed for the 
Shingmun River, which empties into the sea 
nearby. Not long ago, the valley was domi- 
nated by an irregular pattern of farmland 
strips, and local legend claims that rice pro- 
duced there was long ago sent across 
thousands of miles to the Chinese emperor’s 
table. Separated from the bustle of Kowloon 
by a mountain range, Shatin was toe scene of 
peaceful village life from the Ming Dynasty 
(1368-1644). In more recent times it became 
a popular destination for holiday outings, 
where old viliages, the farmeis ^ the river 
interesting contrasts for city folk. 

Now high-rise housit^ blocks, light indus- 
try and a host of recreational attractions have 
drawn people from the urban conglomera- 
tion across the mountains, aided by road and 
rail connection that make daily commuting 
feasible. 

The first wedge to disturb the rustic valley 
was low-cost government houang. Although 
people were initially reluctam to move to a 
Saoe "SO far away," they soon changed their 
minds. Eight thriving housing estates have 
already been built by the ^verament whfle 
more are coming frx>m private devdopeis. 
Shatin is linked by rail to HongKongrs new 
Mass Transit RaUway so that residents can 


reach offices in Central Hong Kong Island 
within an hour. But Shatin is not just a "boi- 
room" (own. Planners hope that with current 
oommercial and industrial development 20 
percent of the population will be able to work 
in Shatin. 

Primary and secondary schools are already 
established. A bespit^ will open in mid- 
1983. For recreation, there's the Jubilee 
Sports Center, a worldstandard sports 
ground where the 3rd Fespic Games were 
held in late 1982, plus swimming pools, 
parks, sports clubs and a bicycle track. A cHy 
hall to contain a theater and library is being 
plaimed. A horse-racing course is already 
operating and a hotel is under construction. 




To instill a sense of belonging to the new 
community, people have been organized into 
mutual aid committees in which they can 
voice their problems to district officials. 

Some things in Shatin are unchanged. But 
Tsang Tai Uk, a well-known walled village 
bull in the mid-19to century, remains a 
favored tourist attraction. 

Id transfonDing Shatin. the government 
also compensated iixligenous residents for 
their losses. 

Shatin, of course, is part of the 88 percent 
of Hongkong that stands to revert to China's 
control with expiration of a 99-year lease in 
1997.

Mabandla’s exit signals end 
of modernism in Swaziland

MBABANE,SwaziIand (R) — The map of 
Africa could be changed as a result of the 
dismissal of Prime Minister Prince Mabandla 
Dlamini, an appointee and nephew of toe late 
King Sobhuza. and his replacement by a more 
tradhionatist prince. 

Sobhuza, who for over 60 years dominated 
the politics of this small country wedged bet- 
ween white-ruled South Africa and Marxist 
Mozambique, died last August and his senior 
widow toe Ndlovukazi — toe great she- 
elephant — now rules in his place. 

The late long maintained a skilful blancing 
act torou^oist his reign between traditional- 
ists and modernizers in Africa’s last semi- 
feudal monardiy. But since his death, politi- 
cal observers here say there has been ^rsis- 
teot squat^Iiag between chief Mabandla's 
supporters and toe Liqoqo, a strongly tradi- 
tional inner circle of royal elders and tribal 
chiefe. 

What part the queen — a reclusive ^ure 
who is rarely seen in public — played in 
Prince Mabandla' s dismissal is unknown. B ut 
dqdomatic sources point to hJs re^cement 
as proof that the conservative foction is now 
fin^ in control of the Liqoqo. 

In Jobannesbuig South African Formgn 
Minister Botha said the dismissed prime 
minister had arrived unexpectedly with his 
famfly in South Afflca. Botto said he bad told 
toe Swazi government of Prince Mabandla's 
arrival in toe past few da^ 

Prince Bbeldmpi Dlamini, the new prime 


minister, is known cfaietly as a staunch sup- 
porter of the monarchy, which has an almost 
mystical aura to toe rural peasants who make 
up more than 70 percent of Swaziland’s 
500,000 population. He is also a strong advo- 
cate of regaining lands that once fmned part 
of the traditional realm of the Swazi 
monarchs but were lost to South Africa at the 
end of the last century. The repuUic attemp- 
ted last year to hand over two areas adjoining 
Swaziland that King Sobhuza had laid claim 
to for many decades. 

The two areas are Kangwane, a crescent- 
shaped stiver of land on Swaziland's western 
boi^r which is toe homeland for the 
rqjubtic^s 750,000 blacks of Swaa origin, 
and Ingwavuma, a coastal regjoa near the 
Mozamlnque border. But a pUblic outcry by 
leaders of South Africa’s white opposition 
and court action by the tribal homeland lead- 
ers involved have temporarily stoj^ied the 
transfer of land while a government commis- 
son investigates the issue. 

Prince Mabandla was known to be an 
opponent of the land deal, which would more 
t^ double toe size of toe kingdom and its 
population while brining few tangible 
benefits. Kangwane, like the other South 
African tribal homelands, is underdeveloped 
and overpopulated De^te its beautiful and 
rugged mountain scenery, most people man- 
aged only to eke a living from the overgrazed 
i^ertile soil, in contrast to Swaaland, whose 
annual per capita income of $540 is one of the 
highest in black Africa.

^me governments are trying to crack 
down on the greedy, who aim to get rich 
reproducing test-sdOers at cut prices. Taiwan 
la^ year strengthened its ludicrously weak 
laws 1^ raising toe maximum penalty for first 
oSenders to five yeai^ imprironmenL Hong 
Kong, once a pirated deligfat, daims now to 
be as hafd on back-alley ptmtem as it is cm 
cassette copiers. 

The second form of piracy involves text- 
books, and scientific and technical publica- 
tkms. Western books have become so expen- 
sive toat even students in the West find it h^ 
to afiord them. What then of students in 
developing countries? The Malaysian Minis- 


ty of Education was recently asked to outlaw 
pirated books in schoc^ It not only refused 
to do so but an official was quoted as calling 
the {tontes benefactors of humanity. 

Polishers complain, too, that it is untiring 
more than legal^d piia^ when govern- 
ments invoke compulscny license orders to 
allow local r^iints of a “needed bookT with 
apaymentqf2 percent — before taxes — of 
toe local price to the legal copyright owner. 
Such practices are common in — wmnng 
other countries — the Philif^nnes and Pakis- 
tan. 

Germany and the Netherlands are stin feel- 
ing toe effects of toe 1960s and70s oniversiqr 
"cooperatives” in Europe which jHodaimed 
their unwillingness to gjve money to c^atatiA 
publishers for knowledge that should belong 
to tile people. Gezman pnbtishers reckon that 
the "altiuistiir pirates made $300J)00 on 
one pirated economics text alone. In Syria 
university piracy is particularly pemknous 
because it indu^ a large export trade. 

There is no simple solution. Even the use of 
foreign aid funds to subsidize cheap 
“licenrod" editions does izot work. A licensed 
edition of a dictionary of science, selling offl- 
dally for S2, is still pirated in ind«- 

As long as consumers fail to understand 
that the copyright cheats are stifling creatitm, 
there win be no end to toe (aracy.

Recession in Britain 
conies to an end— CBI 


LONDON, March 29 (APP) — Hie reces- 
sion inBritam, the woist ance the 1930s, now 
af^ieais to be over, according to the latest 
survey of business chiefi made by the Confed- 
eration of British Industry (CBI). 

For the second consecutive month, 
businesses reported that activity and orders

The CBI poll, long regarded as the most 
reliable barometer of British business, 
showed that business chiefs were now at their 
most optimistic since the recession started 
about four years ago. 

Among the 1,778 firms polled, only 13 
percent predict that their output will in 
the next four months. Some 29 percent 
expect an improvement. Just two months 

Banks lend 
Iraq %500m 

PARIS, March 29 (AFP) — Iraq was 
accorded a $500 million Euro-credit here by 
a consortium of 34 international banks tiutt 
included massive Arab partidpation as weD 
as the unusual participation of the Bank of 
China. 

The funds, mostly for dvil use, are gener- 
ally by the finanrial co mmuni ty to 

be linked with Iraq’s war with Iran. 

The credit is for a period of five years, at a 
rate one percent almve the London inter- 
bank offered rate (LIBOR). It took more 
than four years to negotiate, an unusually 
long period. 

Hie Bank of China contributed $3 million 
— proof, observers added, of a certain Chin- 
ese bias toward Baghdad in its war with Iran. 

Stern granted 
relief from debt 

LONDON, March 29 (AP) — William 
Stem, listed inTTieGutiwess nook tf Reconfi 
as the world's biggest bankrupt, was granted 
a su^ended discharge from his debts of 118 
million pounds (S 177 million) in the London 
high court Monday. 

The Hungarian-born American, whose 
British property empire collapsed in the 
znid-1 970s, will be free to resume his business 
career at the end of September 1985. 

Judge Sir Raymond Walton said he had 
su^ended the <£scfaarge because he was not 
satisfied that Stem, 47, '’had learned the les- 
sons of his bankruptcy.’' The ruling means 
that the court can reconsider its verdict. 

Stern and his wife live in a million-pound 
($1.5 million) mansion, owned by a family 
trust, in nortii London’s Colders Green dis- 
trict They enjoy what another judge. Sydney 
Tempieman, called a “Roll^Royce exis- 
iCTce."

Only a few 
weeks ago there was no suigica] thread for 
stitches in the hospital at Yei, southern 
Sudan, only a short distance from ^ Uganda 
and Zaire borders, and the few operations 
carried out were done with help of torchlight 
as there was no diesel oil to power the 
generators. 

At Juba, also in the south, patients defe- 
cate in tbe corridors of tbe town's ancient old 
hospital, whose sanitary system has com- 
pletely collapsed. At Kassala, in northern 
Sudan relatives have to cook patients meals. 
Drugs deteriorate and rot in the intense heat 
while tbe simplest urine tests often prove too 
much for the hospital laboratory. 

The fr^jle health of the average Sudanese 
makes the appalling state of conditions in the 


country’s health services even more worry- 
ing. Malaria, sleeping sickness, bilharzia 
infantile tetanus are endemic, while malnutri- 
tion wreaks havoc, especially among chO- 
dren. The richest regions are not spared. 
Guezirah, an extrenely fertile r^fon 100 kms 
south of Khartoum, produces 75 percent of 
the country’s wheat and 30 percent of its 
groundnuts: which account for 60 percent of 
Sudan's exports. 

But of it$ two milljon peo{de, from 50-70 
percent suffer from bilharzia — a debilitating 
disease caught from snails in screains and riv- 
ers — while five percent of tiie children die 
from diarrhea. An average worker notches 
up 33 days off work a year. Ironically, tbe 
ambitious irrigation projects which 
developed the r^on'sweahh woiseoed the 
health situation, attracting mosquitoes and 
the bflhaizia so^. 

Sudan health authorities have estimated 
chat It would cost $150 million to overcome 
these two scourges, and the country is finan- 
cially incapable of finding this sum, already 
battling with an external debt of over $8 bfi- 
lion.

Another participant, former Japanese 
chief Cabinet Secretary Kikhi Miyazawa, 
told reporters the conference agre^ that 
high U.S. interest rates were the major 
impediments to world economic recovery. 
But there was no consensus on whether or 
how to cut the U.S. defense ^lending to 
reduce the govermnenfs fiscal deficit and 
lower the interest rates, he said. 

Some participants proposed that Japan, 
the Uoit^ States and the European Mooet- 
axy System establish a fund to gtohiiiTa cur- 
rencies. sources said. 

BL workers 
go on strike 

LONDON, March 29 (Agencies) — The 
ouqiut of British Leylantfs latest car, the 
Maestro, was interrupted Monday by a strike 
of 3,000 workers at BL's Cowfey plant in 
west London who were protestiiig the end of 
a three-minute dean-up break. 

The workers voted Monday to strike as a 
protest agamst a management decirion to 
abolish a three-minute pause at the end of a 
shift giving the worker time to clean up 
before going home. The management said in 
a communique that the pause had never been 
official, and had never been part of any 
accord with trade unions. It caknilated that 
scrapping the pause would bring an extra 1 00 
cars the production line ea^ week. The 
strike will cost BL an estimated 1J)00 cars a 
day — half of them Maestros. 

The Maestro model has met with great suc- 
cess since it was launched a month ago, and 
BL badly wanted to speed up productiem. 

Union leaders have accused management

Bush fires ruin 
large plantations 
in Ivory Coast 

ABIDJAN, March 29 (R) — Bush fires 
have destroyed 250JKK) hectares of cocoa 
and coffee plantations, the Ivory Coast fores- 
try minister said. The area destroyed 
accounts for about 60 percent of the Ivory 
Coast's agricultural production. 

The minister, Chri^an Zagote, said 
400300 hectares of forest had also been des- 
troyed. Timber accounts for 1 5 percent of the 
export revenue of the West African country 
which is the world's top cocoa producer and a 
leading producer of coffee, ranking after 
Brazil and Colombia. Zagote, blamed the 
fires on two months* drought and on the 
aimual dry Harraattan wind frtxn the Sahara. 
Hunters Hushing animals by setting fire to 
trees and farmers burning land to clear it 
were also causes, he said. 

Newspaper reports say that scores of far- 
mers arid hunters have died in some of the 
fires and whole villages reduced to ashes. 
Last month. Agriculture Minister Denis Bra 
Kanon sairf the 1982-1983 season’s cocoa 
pnoducoon would be weH below last seasmi's 
crop of 456,()00 tons, biit gave no details.

Dollar’s rise unchecked

JEDDAH, March 29 — The dollar con- 
tinued its seemingly remorseless progress 
against the European and Japanese curren- 
des. Ibesday saw some gains being nude 
against tbe japanesg yen and the British 
pound, while the German mark came under 
pressure to trade at 2.4380 from 2.4300 
Monday levels. This was de^te a sharp rise 
in the West German current reserves of 
800 mfllion marks for tbe month of Febru- 
ary. 

The denial’s rise continued to reflect the 
str ong mary^t s entim ent that dollar interest 
rates will be rising and the past few days 
have seen Euroddlar dqrosits firm by over 
V* percent to take the one-irear period to 
over 1014 percent prices. Hie money mar- 
kets are putting fhemselvesm a mood which 
now erqiects to see interest rates rise due 
merely to some larger than expected rises in 
the weekly U.S. money supply figures and 
this coming Friday’s figures could prove 
dediave in detenninmg the direction of U.S. 


mterest rates. 

In the meantime, the fact that the Federal 
Reserve "Fed FuncT prime lending rates 
have not gone down to telow tbeS%percent 
levels has convinced the maritets that the 
Fed nd^t be contemplating an even higher 
Fed fund poliqr. liris is a far cry from those 
days, only a few weeks bade when the same 
markets were also equally"coavince(f’ that 
the Fed would cut back on its discount rate. 

On Tuesday’s exchange, tbe British 
pound fell to a record low d 1.4510 but 
recovered on some modest Bank of Eng- 
land siqport which took the price bade up 
to 1 .4570 levels. The pound is now becom- 
ing increasin^y jittery over the news that a 
possible British North Sea oil price cut to 
below $30 a baird would have harmful 
effects on the U.K.’s balance of payments. 

Nigeria has announced that it would not 


allow any British oiJ| price reductions to go 
by uimotioed. The French currency fell to 
73010 by late Tuesday tiadmg, and the 
franc was not helped by tbe news tiiat 
Frracfa money siqiply fibres had risen 
113 percent in 1%2 and are forecasted to 
grow even higher in 1983. 

The Japanese yen was shaky at the

Soviets warn farm ministers 


MOSCOW, Match 29 (R) — The Soviet 
government warned Monday that several 
ministries coimected with agriculture must 
improve their perfonnances' this spring and 
officials would be held personally responsible 
for failure. 

Deputy ministers responsible for the meat, 
milk and packing industries were among 
those instrucied to cut losses or face foe coa- 
sequences, Tass news agency reported. 

Tass did not mention foe important grain 
crop but rt made clear theKrem^ was firm in 
its intention to improve foe country’s agricul- 
tural infrastructure. 


It said steps were being takeo^ improve 
supplies of tractors, plowing and sowing 
madiines, spare parts, fmtilizers, pesticides 
and other equipmenL There were hold-ups in 
several regions and some farms did not have 
foe requir^ stocks of fuel, it said. 

Monday’s goverament meeting pointed 
out foe need to step up the pace of building 
storage and processing facilities and introduc- 
ing new conservation methods, Tass added. 

Tbe development of private plots and 
homesteads in agriculture was also discussed 
at foe meeting, Tass said. 


ETC extends crop year to April 28 


BRUSSELS. March 29 (Agencies) — 
Agriculture ministers of foe 10 European 
Common Market countries have dedd^ to 
extend foe present crop year to April 28 for 
. milk, beef and sheepmeat while waiting for 
agreement .on.-nenr. .EECJann prices,-, well- 
informed sources said after foe ministers met. 

The new farm year for those products 
would normally begin April 1 , foe traditional 
date for setting new Common Market farm 
prices. The ministers will try to agree on farm 
prices at a "marathon'’ negotiating session 
scheduled for April 18-20 in Luxembourg — 
and if they fail, a second marafoon might be 


held on April 25-27, EEC sources say. 

The EEC agriculture mimster also dedded 
Monday that Belgium and Luxembourg may 
devalue their "green fran<f' (used in EEC 
farm trade) by 33 percent as of April 1 for 
milk,and^of April4 for beef, inaccordance 
with aii agreement of foe 10 EEC members 
following the monetary realignment of Feb. 
1982 that brought a devaluation of the 
Belgian-Luxerobourg franc. 

The dedsion allows foe two countries to 
abolish their negative compensatory amounts 
that act as export taxes on farm products. 


Argentina urges 3rd World unity 


BUENOS AIRES, March 29 (R) — 
Aigentina Monday urged Third World coun- 
tries to step up mutual cooperation in order 
to fight off economic pressure ftom richer 
countries.

U.S. refuses to discuss involvement 

ies Nicaragua-Honduras talks proposed 


HARARE. March 29 ( R) — Prime Minis- 
ter Robert Mugabe has said an investigation 
is being held into reports of excesses by 
troops in the Zimbabwe province of 
Matabeielasd. the Catholic Commission for 
Justice and Peace said Tuesday. 

The unofSda] human rights watchdog said 
in a statement that a delegation whidi met 
Mugabe on Monday had been heartened by 
his response to charges of wrongdoing. The 
commission said last week that human rights 
in the region, «vhere troops have been con- 
ducting anti-rebel operations, were being vio- 
lated. with men. women and children l^led 
and injured. 

In a statement Wednesday, the commis- 
sion said its dele^tion had a bank and con- 
structive discussion with Mugabe. “The 
delegation was heartened by the positive 
response from the prime minister, who 
assured the delegation that an investigation is 
inprogressaod tbatall reliablyreportedcases 
of abuse of authority by the national army 
would be investigated,” it said. It gave no 
further details. 

Asked to comment on the statement, a 
government spokesman confirmed an inves- 
tigation was taking place. The government 
has consistently denied allegations of wrong- 
d<Hng by troops, blaming atrocities on rebels 
posing as security forces. 

On Tuesday. Catholic bishops accused the 
anay of killing and maiming hundreds of 
innocent people in a reign of terror in 
Matabeleland. 

A pastoral statement by the bishops' con- 
ference, headed by Archbishop Patrick 
Qiakaipa of Harare, accused unnamed 
public Hgures of trying to cover up atrocities 
which, it said, were breeding feelings of 
hatred and revenge that could bring more 
violence in future. 

It was the strongest public condeouiatian 
of military action in the province since troops 
of Mugabe's government began anti-rebel 
operations there in mid- January. 

“Violent reaction against dissident activity 
has, to our certain knowledge, brought about 
the maiming and deatii of hundreds and hun- 
dreds of innocent people who are neither dis- 
sidents nor collaborators,” the bishops said. 

*'We are convinced by incontrovertible 
evidence that many wanton atrocities and 
brutalities have been and are still being 
perpetrated. *nie facts point to a reign of 


terror caused by wanton killings, woundings, 
beatings, burnings and rapings. Many homes 
have been burned down. 

“People in rural areas are starving, not 
only bemuse of the drought but because in 
some cases supplies of food have been delib- 
erately cut off and in other cases access to 
food supplies has been restricted or stop- 
ped,” they said. The bishops accused uniden- 
tiQed influential people of inflaming the situ- 
ation with public speeches, others trying to 
cover up and thereby increasing sufiSering, 
and the Zimbabwe m^a of failing to publish 
the facts. 

The bishops said that rebels had maltre- 


ated and killed a considerable number of 
pe<^le and destroyed vast quantities of pn^ 
erty. They supported govenunent attempts^to 
restore order but viewed vdtfa dismay the 
methods adopted — ^‘methods which would 
be firm and just have d^eneramd into brutal- 
ity and atrocity.” T he bishc^ said ±ey had 
submitted emdeaoe. 

Atrodty allegatioos were first leveled 
against the army two months ago by the 
Matabdeland-based opposition ZAPU ^rty 
of Joshua Nkomo, who has fled to London 
saying he feai^ for his life. He said the gov- 
ernment aimed to smash his party structure 
and support in order to aeate a one-party 
state. 


Foreign meddling alleged 

HARARE, March 29 (AFP) — Zimbabwe's Security Minister Emerson Munangagwa 
has accused unnamed foreign govenunents of interfering in Zimbabwe's mtemal affahs by 
telling it how to deal with year-old unrest in the southwestern province of Matabele- 
land. 

M unangagwa told a meeting of industrialists here Monday night that his government had 
never attempted to teach other governments how to solve their problems. ”But some 
governments have tried to teach us this game. In so doing they are forgetting that we are a 
sovereign state”, he said. 

He did not specify which governments he bad a mind, but Sweden recently announced it , 
was suspending discussions on 1983-84 aid to Zimbabwe pending clarification of the I 
situation in Matabeleland. 

Repons indicate that upwards of 1 ,000 dvilians have been idlled in the army's opera- 
tions there against anti-govemment disarms — rebel guerrUlas formerly in the wartime 
forces of opposition leader Joshua Nkomo. 

A number of other Western countries iocludmg the United States. Zimtabwe's biggest 
aid donor, are known to have expressed oonoeni privately to the government of Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe over developments in the southwest 

Both Mugabe and his foreign minister. Witness Mangwende, have stron^y rejected 
foreign involvement inZimbabwe'safiiairsand what they see as attempts to use assistance 
as a lever on the Harare govenunent “We are not dktat^ to from your capitals,” Mugabe 
angrily told Western journalists at a news conference here two weeks ago.

Etna spews lava 

CATINIA, SicUy. March 29 (AFP) — A 
new crack appeared overnight in the south- 
ern slope of Mount Ema, triggering a fresh 
flow of lava toward the valley, informed 
sources said. Lava has been flowing since the 
weekend from three southern openings at 
around 2,250 meters at a rate of two meters a 
over a front two Idlometeis wide. 

Local authorities have taken maximum 
civil defense measures although no major 
population center is threatened for the 
moment. The flow Tuesday split in two. with 
one stream reaching the Esplanade in front of 
the cablecar at the Sapienza refuge. 1.900 
meters io altitude. 

Ten pylms supporting a ski lift and the 
cablecar were swept away, as was a bun- 
galow. Teams of firemen, carabinieri and 
police, supported by army units, evacuated 
the area Tuesday and emptied a huge fuel 
storage tank. 

The second stream was continuing to move 
toward the Serra la Nave tourist village at 
1,800 meters which has now been evacuated. 
A carabinieri post has been destroyed and 
two restaurants badly damaged. 

The higher slopes are currently covered 
with snow, and witnesses reported that the 
contact wi^ the snow was causing explosions 
shooting incandescent rubble 60 meters into 
tile air. Professor Giuseppe Luongo, director 
of the Vesuvius Observatory, said that Etna's 
eruption was to be expected after several 
ihontiis of total calm.

The court quadied a majority verdict of 
suicide returned by an inquest jury last July. 

The Calvi famil y, who believes the 62- 
year-old banker was murdered, had 
appealed against the original verdict, saying 
it bad new evidence. Calvi was president 
Italy’s largest private bank, the now- 
liquidated Banco Ambrosiano. which has 
links with the Vatican Bank. 

He was found bang in g under Bladtfriars 
Bridge over London’s River Thames last 
June 18. three days before his appeal was 
due to be heard against a 1981 conviction in 
Italy for illegally exporting currency, which 
had precipitated a major scandal. He had 
jumped bail whilst awaiting the appeal 
against a four-year suspended jail sentence 


and $12.5 mSUon fine.

About 2,000 persons, indudhng rela- 
tives, friends, reporters and people who 
never knew him but came to admire him, are 
expected to attend the funeral. 

The 62-year-old retired dentist died at the 
University of Utah Medical Center in Salt 
Lake Qty on Wednesday, his 112tb day on 
the artificial heart. 

The cause of death was collapse of his cir- 
culatory system and failure of several organs, 
doctors said. After Dark was declared dead, 
the heart was turned off. It remains at the 
University of Utah Medical Center for 
research.
